Siiii'lay, l.Slh.— Camped to-night al 
"Iliirlsel's 'Hot Silling." it is on 
Hansel's Rauehc, in Soulh Park. Il 
breaks nnt right Obm nnd«r Iho bank 
of the Platte Rirer. anit Is walled up 
lo keel) Ihe hot waltr from mingling 
nilii the cold. Hera is Hie tinesi 
raiiihe I have seen in dilorado, 
19.(100 acres under splendid fences 
itnd 2..')00 head of cat lie inside; » nice 
boarding house close to "llitf spring, 
for the nccominodalion of invalitls, 
piso. a stiiio slalilrt. About a mile 
fi'uni Ihe -piini; is llarlsers rcsi.li'iu e. 
wilh every couvonieiicc close Ig hand. 
Hail a illghf shower of Vm last 
night, but not enough lo damp our 
spirits. 

Monday, 19th.— Left Hartsel's 
Ranclie early (his inorniii!;. Nolliiiig 
particularly inlcrtstin^ iiiilil wecanic 
lo a party of iiiuii pruspecting lor 
gold. They had sunk scvsral shaft 
and fouml Indications of gold. Had 
named (he mine "The Iron Mask." 
We slopped at the Salt Works this 
aflcriiooii. Hero is aiiollier ni;:c 
boarding house, owned by Sir. Hull, 
who has been living hero 17 years. 
Thebout«,la fnrni«h«d very nicely, 
and we spent a short time very pleas- 
nnily in Ihe parlor; was favored with 
nice niii-ic 1)11 the organ by Mi.ss Ma- 
rie Chi'islie, licro is llie sail maiin- 
faetory, hut li tiot Itf .Ottltratknt iibw 
on arconul of salt befh^^ehlppedito 
Colorado so much cheaper than (hey 
coultl make it here: large lionse, 
for Bloring sell, and stage stable. A 
few miles from that place we came to 
the head of Front Creek. Several 
springs breaking out from ander the 
base of high mountains, and dear and 
cold. The scenery in Front Creek 
Canon is grand and aublioie. Think 
it the grandest I've seen. Croat hiitli 
ieiliri's ot solid rock witli niithini; 
wimlever growing upon them ; look 
like some palitter wilhihis brush had 



est ourissily in tliere lias a red hot 
stream ol slag, aboul iwu inclics in 
circumference, conslHUlly pinirin^' uiii 
ol llie luriiaoe (t>upwBilu tii'j silver; 
iiitu a largf .mMiqvauoa Oil wiitahi; 
il Is then iak»tnS«il' t)«ytMrt'«n Ihe 
ground lo cool, and is afterwards 
used with the coke in smelting the 
ore.

A 
boai'diiig house liere also, and tlircc 
boiling springs, all breaking uul fruiii 
under Iho base of a lowering inuuii- 
Inin. of llii.e slone. The water of 
these springe Is sod as rain water; no 
mineral ol any kiiiil discernablo to 
the taslc. liath huuses licrc, and one 
of the springs is used fur thai partic- 
ular purpose, another for drinking 
and unolher fur washing clothes. An 
egg will cook hard In eight minntes 
in tlie hottest of these spring's. Tl'fv 
are said lo cure rlieiiniali-in, mi iwo 
of our rlieunialic friends have .been 
using the hut b .the along our route. 
It is u curious I'rcak of Nature, thai of 
having llioso boiling springs right on 
tiie bank uf that nuity, pli^uileriiig, 
icc-i old, Cottonwood River. 

W ciliicstlay, 21sl.— Slaiil al Cotton- 
wood springs until uoon, (hen came 
on to the daiu of |J|e ^rkaiisa* riVer. 
The daih was mam fw the purpose 
ol I liming Iho rirer, from its preseni 
bed into (he old bc<i at the west of (he 
Ciiiiiiii, 'lliey wanted lo mine llie 

gtil'l at ll'C ImiUuiii. 'riiey, hiiWevcr, 

did not succeed wilh Iheir projci t, as 
tlM'peopteliegiMilo law ihem on ae- 
cunnt of thcf Irout they could gel 
down the riviir bul- ooulil'n'l get back 
again. The W«lM PUahliig over the 
ilam is a grand sight. It is thirty feet 
liitih, anil llio niiijlity river ru-lies 
over with a great turce, a|id the loam 
rises so liigli, aud Iba white iprsy 
dying in every direclloit. ' 

Thursday, 22nd.— Started from Iho 
dam Ihis morning on Ihe road Twin 
Lakes; traveled a short distance and 
came lo a nioiintaii. side, where the 
raspberry- bushes were numerous and 
(he niost delloionB rnspberriea we ev- 
er laslbd. We gathered enough for 
two or three meals ami wendcil onr 
way n^ tho Arkansas; oiid oh, (hat 
road, It Is friglitfiil lo think of.

(hat liiirh, rocky range Of moniilalus, 
over wliich wo have jiist paWCd. 

Satiirdav, •Jltli.— Well, we have 
just le.urned, dripping wcl, from a 
ilays' sail on that delightful Ynclil. 
Dill we enjoy this day? I shoiiltl 
(ay: I.' for ona, never experienced 
anything like II. Uood company, ami 
.sailing along so serenely on the deep, 
^'rcrii w alcr, and I felt Wllh Phn-be 
Carey, that "I'm nearer my heavenly 
home to-day, than e'er I've been be- 
fore," Wo fully appreciated the 
morning'a ifnieliieaa, and, like so 
many .fickle mortftla, I wished for a 
storm III sea, and snro enough one 
did euine. and il swept down upon 
us liko all li.e force possilile. 'I he 
yacht rucked from side lo i-iile, mak- 
ing us tliilik al every moment that 
wc would surely pflch overbonni

waves laslicil iiigh and llie winds 
swept by uiitl the rain poured down 
upon us.

'It^is only three miles 
from Leadrille. 

Monday, S6lh,-^Mr. Lankfort, Ma 
rie, Mat and I went on an investiga- 
ting lour this tnoriiiiig, Ihrough Ihe 
old snielling works. They nro nnt 
In operation now, hut the gentleman 
who Intends reopening (hem soon, 
took ua through and explained the 
usftof everylbliig, but I couldn't re- 
member it five minutes, because Tarn 
not acnuAinted Willi Iho hard names 
which lie gave to all (lic roii(rivaaees 
and niitchi-iery. Wo unloaded Ihc 
wagons and wc all started early to 
spend the dav al LoadviUa. Went- 
up all (he way, and ftmndquitea 
cilv. Kvery house Is perfectly new. 
Till' town i-, (inly one year old and has 
7,000 Inhabilairts. More bouses be- 
lng:J.aHtcv(ef»jflf6 Sjpm h»ve the 
fiifcst itorea nore, (pa Increr saw 
s'p many men together in my IHe ex- 
cept at a' Inrga /oi'r. Tito slreela are 
juAt thronged Tvilh (liem. We wen( 
lip lo Iho Slon-art mine, ivliicli is two 
miles above Leadrille. - The road 
wlu«t iMMo«|^{Mneu^^ pp. 
wards unlil we Hiach Iho ktiinmit and 
then we were 13,000 feet above the' 
level of ihe sea. Il seemed vei'y' 
warm up there, notw itiislanding the 
immense lieiglil. Wc took dinner up 
there aud then wo all prepared tu 
iiiakoa!ide«<«nt Into the mine which 
runs to ihe dipth ot 6,000 feet. We 
hail to bundle np in shawls and 
cloaks, on aoeoaul of tho coniness of 
llic alinospiiere down there. Wo 
each look a c ukIIc iind llic captain 
guided ns down. 'I'licro aro iwo 
tracks, jiisi like railroads, only the 
iron rails is siittnlo^ Una (he track 
isn't so tvidc, and ft small ear, which 
is used fur ctiijing out. the ore. 
rhoi'e'''wero a gooii maiiy miners 
down then?, all with lamps in their 
caps, and candles every few led sUick 
in hooks in llie wall. 'It Ik li^e a rail- 
road tunuoi only this goea down in- 
stead of sfr-ight through. There are 
several arms, or heads, extending 
riohl and itfl from Ihe niniu tnnnel. 
.W'u Weill lo llie end ol one of litem. 
When we gut to the *iid of the lusin 
lead Wo got oup own i>|iecimoiis,itlie 
miners giving us (heir picks to work 
Willi. We got specimens of silver 
,)ie, which yiolils 90 per cen(., aho 
lead and silver inixe(k(vcrv rich) and 
pnrph)>ry. The road Is very steep, 
but We dMn't notice while going 
dotrti^ Aunt' Willie caine.ve«>y near 
larunng'anil iVnelcTohn hndto hurry 
her out In the 0|)en air. I suppose il 
was (he siiii'kc li iitii so many lniiip« 
which made her feel faini.' Wlien 
we canv out we bad to ..lake oil' our 
wrappings. It «eemo(L like going 
froHl' D^li^jr.lfl;^4i4fiist. After 
we camo'biit we wcnl np on llio side 
of another mnnnlnin and gathered 
some nice Kpccinu'iis of forest rock, 
which has ireati nnd limbs impressed 
on ihctn Just like- Ihey were pbotO- 
giaphcd. Came back lo Lead- 
villo, went Ihrough tho Itodoelion 
NVoi ks; saw llicni moulding silver 
bars. 'I'licy dip llio silver and lenil 
Ota with great iron ladles. It is per- 
fetlly red wi(b heat and looks ns Ihin 
ai water. Auntie and Hon. Lank- 
Ard got Iheir. fingeix scorched (ryiiig 
lo lift tho' bars, and got l(>iighed nt 
for Iholr paiua. The bars yield $16,00 
•itteraiid UflO iead. They aren(»
